In a spectal message to Congress, announcing the arrival of the 
naval force, President Roosevelt indicated that onits from the Uni- 
ted States will eventually replace the British forces stationed in 


Iceland, 


The President sald that the 
United States could not permit “the 
occupation by Germany of strategic 
vutposts in the Atlantic, to be 
used as air or naval bases for an 
eventual attack agains, the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere?’ 

The President emphasised, how- 
ever, that the United States did not 
desire any change of sovereignty 
In those regions, 

The German occupation of Ice- 
land he said, would constitute a 
serious threat in three dimensions, 
“a threat against Greenland and

“Questions of difficulty arise almost daily in proceed- 
ings under the Defence Regulations and the sooner au- 
thoritative rulings are obtained from the Supreme Court 
the better it will be, not-only for the guidance of the in- 
ferior Courts but for all those engaged either in the pro- 
secution or defence of alleged offenders against these Re- 
guilations.” 

” With these words, Mr. H. G. Sheldon, KC., concluded 
his written judgment given at the Central Magistracy yes- 
terday in the case in which the Tai Sang Steamship Com- 
pany, of No. 136, Connaught Road Central, was'summon- 
ed on two counts of attempted export of unmanifested 
cargo and unlawful transfer of an export licence, and Choi 
Wai for moving on board the s.s. Kau Tung, 50 bales of 
gunny bags for the purpose of exporting, without a licence 


from the Cantroller of Trade. 


The summonses against the 
former alleged that 


(1) the Tai Sang Steamship 
Company falled to furnish to the 
Superintendent of the Imports and 
Exports Office. a copy of the com- 
plete ship's manifest of all cargo 
put on board or to be put on board 
the s.8, Kau Tung not less than 12 
hours before sailing, by the omis- 
sion from the manifest of 50 bales 
of gunny bags allegedly consigned 
by the Kwong Fung Hong firm, 
contrary to an order of the De- 
fence Regulations; | 

(2) on or about March 29, the. 
Tai Sang Steamship Company lent; 
to or allowed to be used by Choi! 
Wai, master of the Fook Hing! 
Firm, an export licence originally 
issued by the Controller of Trade 
to the Kwong Hong Hing Firm, of 
No. 584, Bonham Strand West, for 
the purpose of enabling Choi Wai 
to export 50 bales of gunny bags 
to Macao. 

The steamship company was 
found not guilty and discharged, | 
while Choi was convicted and! 
fined “a nominal sum of $60.”

THE SUDGMENT 


The judgment ts as follows:
